For though they might be able to ſpeak ſomething of it, yet we ſhould 
want ears to heat it. Neither can thoſe things be declar d hut in the lan- 

age of Heaven, which would be little underſtood by tis, the poor in- 
— gh of this lower World ; they are indeed things too great to be 
brought within the compaſs of words. Saint Paul, when he had been rapt 
up into the third Heaven, he ſaw piuate apprre, things unlawful, or un- 
poſſible, to be utter d; and, Eye bath not ſeen, nor ear Beard, nor can it en- 
ter into the heart of man to conceive, what God hath prepared for them that 
love. him; and, I does not yet appear what we ſhall be, faid that beloved 
Diſciple, that ay in the boſom of our Saviour. 

You will not now expect, that I ſhould give you a relation of that which 
cannot be uttet d, nor ſo much & conceiv'd 3 or declare unto you what 
our Eagle-fighted Evangeliſt tells us does not yet appear.

Advocate of their Tribe: and when he had done, he could conſute them 
too 3/ and ſhew, That better Arguments than ever they could produce 
for themſel ves, would afford no ſufficient ground for their fond Opi- 
ene = Dre -E.
